DETERGENT FOR BLOAT 

There are several types of bloat 
including dry, mechanical, and 
secondary type. However, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. C.eoige Klavano of the 
Alberta Veterinary Service Divi¬ 
sion, the major one is frothy bloat 
which is usually caused by placing 
cattle on' new green pastures early 
in the year. Young pastures contain 
high amounts of materials called 
foaming agents. These are released 
in the animals' rumen and prevent 
it from belching out gases which 
form. 

The most important way of pre¬ 
venting bloat is to allow the ani¬ 
mals to gradually become accus¬ 
tomed to new succulent feeds. This 
may toe done by allowing the ani¬ 
mals onto the pasture for a short 
time each day for a period of 
about two weeks. 

Dr. Klavano says that the most 
important way of treating bloat is 
to reduce the amount of froth in 
the rumen. This can be done by 
giving materials which will reduce 
surface tension of the rumen con¬ 
tents, thus preventing foam from 
forming. Old fashioned remedies 
such as coal oil, turpentine, and 
kerosene will do this but are un¬ 
satisfactory because they cause the 
animal to go off feed. At present, 
the cheapest and most effective 
materials on the market are 
ordinary kitchen detergents. They 
seem to do the animal no damage 
at all. Dr. Klavano recommends a 
dosage of about cne cup of deter¬ 
gent, two cups of water given as 
a drench. He also points out that 
hose drenches can be kept out of 
the lungs by keeping the animal's 
head down. 

In extreme cases, a trochar or a 
knife should be used. The point of 
the incision can be judged by plac¬ 
ing the right palm on the hip bone 
with fingers parallel to the spinal 
cord. Extend the thumb downward 
and make the entry near the end 
of the thumb. 

After an incision, a shot of peni¬ 
cillin and oossibly a maliginant 
edema booster is a wise precaution.
